83, at 7^30 p.m., 
Tuesday, May 26, at either the village hall or 
in the, Old Eire Station, depending on at*, 
tenaance 

Representatives of developers Ramco- 
Ge'rshenson, Inc., Farmingion Hills, Mich.,, 
appoached the Antioch Planning Com- 
mission onJMay 7, with their proposal for the 
131,001) square fool complex, to be located on 
14 la acics, just south of the Wisconsin bor- 
der. ' 

The commission heard the proposal and 
referred it to the village board. 

Past objections to the building of the com- 
plex were based~on _ the use of" industrial 
revenue bonds, as proposed by the previous 



village board. 

-Industrial bonds were not used as an in- 
ducement to bring the shopping center to the 
village. - 

The complex/cored by the K-Mart Dept. 
Store, is slated to house a, food market, 
(possibly a Jewel, which has been mentioned 
in the past), a drug store, (rumored to be 
Qsco, since they are usually partnered with 
Jewel) and 20,000 square f eet for additional 
specialty shops. 

A restaurant and financial institution are 
also expected to go into the center. 
tiAccording to the developers, the center 
would create 150 new jobsin the area, with a 
minimum payroll of $1.2 million. 

Based on a development cost in excess of 



$5 million, the village would realize a direct 
real estate tax revenue of $17,000 annually, 
while the school system, including grade 
school, high school and junior college, would 
receive $68,000- annually. -In addition, the 
village would receive a large amount of sales 
tax benefits. , ' 

Caddie Korecek, Anlioch Savings and 
Loan, expressed , the fears of many of the 
present Antioch merchants that they and the 
downtown area would not have "a fighting 
chance" competing against the complex- if 
the downtown area was not improved. 
.. Toft said that he hoped not only to main- 
tain, but improve, thepresent status of the 
downtown shopping area, adding that he
